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Country-m. AT After Obfervator, the People, 
I don’t mean every Body, 


are not yet fatisty’d with 
your Account of the Laws for Prefling of Seamen 
for the ufe of the Navy; | and therefore I would 
defire you farther to Explain your felf. 

Obf. I am forry I am forc’d to take up fo much 
‘Time in clearing up a clear Point- I gave you the 
Jaft Time we met an Account of what Provilions 
our Anceftors had made for the defence of the 
Realm by a Navy; but fince they'll neither be- 
lieve me, nor our Ancient Rolls and Records, I 
will give ’em the Opinion of as Eminent a Law- 
yer as ever liv’d, and I hope no Whzg will Reflect 
on him, fince one-of their Party, Honeft fob 
Starkey, was tore’d to fly his Country in the Year 
1682. for Printing the Book I now quote, which 
is the Hiftorical and Political Difcourfe of Mr. 
Selden concerning the Laws ‘and Government of 
Exgland.

Admirals Courts. He fays The Lord Admiral 
zs a Juftice of Peace at Sea, maintaining the Peace 
by Power. . And then goes on, Now, as fubfervi- 
ent to this, he bath Authority to'Command over Sea- 
mn, and Ships that belong to the State, and over all 
Seamen and Shipsin order to the Service of the State, 
to Arreff and Order them for the great Voyages of the 
King and Realm, and during the faid Voyage, but 
this he canrot do without Exprefs Order, becaufe the 
determining of a Voyage Royal is not wholly in bis 
Power. 25. R.2-C. 3. and farther, The Lord Ad- 
miral bath Power, not only over the Seamen, ferving 
in the Ships of State, but over all other Seamen, to Ar- 


_ refi them for the Service of the State, and if any of 


"em run away without Leave from the Admiral,orPower 
Deputed from bim, be hath Power by Enquiry to make 


@ Record sae and cervtifie the fame to the Sherafs, 


Mayors, Bayliffs, &c. who fall canfe them to be Ap- 
prebended and Imprifoned. 2 Rich. 2 C. 4.' By all 
which and divers otber Laws, not only the Power of 
the Admiralis declared, but the Original from whence 
it is derived, namely. fiom the Legifiative Power of 
the Parliament, mo not from the fingle Per fon of the 


_ King, or any other Council whatfoever.

our Country by Land, is it not Reafonable the 
fame Provifion fhould be made for our Defence 
by Sea? If in an Invafion the Poffe Regni, all the 
Males froin 16 to 60 thall be obliged to appear, 
Compleatly Armed under their proper Officers, — 
for the Deterice of the Kingdom, thall not the = 
Poffe Maris, the Pojfe of the Sea, be under the 
like Obligations, if need be, for the Detence of ~7 
our Wat’ry ‘Leritories when they are Invaded, 
as now tliey are? And if no excufe in fucha 
cafe can be allowed, neither Plowing of Lands, “3% 
or Reaping the Harveft, why fhould Merchants 4 
Service, or-any other diftinct from that of the ~~ 4 
State be an Excufe for Seamen?
